After being caught for months in a 
bewildering crossfire of claims and 
counter claims, the county's 111,785 
voters will settle the Exxon onshore 
plant issue next Tuesday. 
* They’ll decide whether or not to 
permit Exxon Corp. to construct an oil 
and gas processing plant a mile and a 
quarter inland from the coast in a 
canyon 20 miles west of Santa Barbara. 
Backers of the project say the choice 
in the election is only between the 
proposed inland facility, which will 
produce natural gas and county tax 
revenues, and an alternate offshore 
plant, which will not. 
Opponents say the issue is Exxon’s 
channel oil enterprise itself and that a 
no vote on Tuesday's Proposition A 
could be the first step in blocking it. 
On Aug 16,1974, after hearings and an 
environmental impact study, (EIS> the 
federal government gave Exxon the 
green light to erect an oil drilling 
platform in 859 feet of water in its 83,000 
acre Santa Ynez Unit. Exxon had paid 
$218 million for the lease, all of it in 
federal waters, in 1968 The platform is 
the first of from three to five platforms 
envisioned by the EIS to develop the 
entire lease 
Also approved were two alternatives 
for 
a 
facility 
to 
separate 
water, 
impurities and natural gas from the oil 
from these platforms. The first is the 
onshore plant, the subject of Tuesday’s 
vote, which will also produce natural 
gas The second is a converted tanker to 
be buoyed in federal waters, which is too 
small to commercialize natural gas. 
“As far as the Department of the 
Interior is concerned, they have the 
green light to go either way,” said 
Michael Reitz, district engineer with the 
U.S. Geological Survey (USGS) Oil and 
Gas Division 
On Feb. 11, 1975, the County Board of 
Supervisors voted 3-2 to enact a rezoning 
allowing Exxon to build the $36 million 
onshore plant in Las Flores Canyon, an 
oak-studded offshoot of Corral Canyon, 
which opens to the sea between Refugio 
and El Capitan State Beaches. North 
County Supervisors Francis Beattie of 
Lompoc and Harrell Fletcher joined 
with 
Santa 
Barbara 
representative 
Robert Kallman in the majority. Board 
members Frank Frost of Montecito and 
James Slater of Goleta dissented. 
The Board's decision would have stood 
if it hadn’t been for some 22,600 county 
voter signatures on protest petitions. By 
law, this was enough to bring the issue 
to a ballot box decision, or referendum 
election. After haggling over the date of 
the referendum, defeating a move to 
limit spending on the ensuing campaign 
and recounting the signatures, the board 
set the date of the balloting at May 27, 
next Tuesday. 
The local vote won’t be the final word. 
The onshore plant, if approved, would 
still need the blessing of the South 
Central Coastal Zone Commission and a 
permit to operate from the County Air 
Pollution Control District.

Kigoma on the shore of Lake Tanganyka 
near the Burundi border.

Stanford University said it had been 
informed by State Department officials 
in Tanzania that 40 armed men from 
Zaire seized the three students and an 
administrative assistant. 
Stanford said the three students 
kidnaped were Barbara B. Smuts, 24, 
Ann Arbor, Mich.; Kenneth S. Smith, 22, 
Garden Grove, and Carrie Jane Hunter, 
21, Atherton.

Communist terrorists shot and killed 
two U.S. Air Force officers today in an 
assassination carried out with machine­ 
like precision. 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi flew in 
on an Iranian Air Force plane from a 
four-nation tour that included a state 
visit to Washington and was briefed 
immediately on 
the murders. 
Iran 
pledged to spare no effort to bring the 
murderers to justice. 
“The Shah was deeply touched to hear 
of the assassination by terrorists of 
these dedicated men,” a spokesman 
said 
The Americans were identified as Col. 
Paul R. Shaffer, 45, of Dayton, Ohio, and 
Lt. 
Col. 
Jack 
H. 
Turner, 
45, 
of 
Carbondale. 111. Iran is the largest 
customer for U.S. military equipment, 
and both were attached to the huge U.S. 
military mission in Tehran. 
Shaffer is the father of two children 
and Turner is the father of three. The 
U.S. Embassy said their bodies would be 
flown to the United States on Thursday. 


Mrs. Turner was notified of the death 
while on a visit to West Germany. 
Shaffer and Turner were killed as they 
were being driven to their offices at 6:30 
a.m. from their homes in outlying 
Tehran. 
The 
assailants 
operated 
smoothly and efficiently from three 
cars. 
One car pulled up to block their 
progress. A second, a small Citroen, 
rammed their car from behind. When 
the officers emerged from their vehicle 
the 
gunmen 
ordered 
the 
Iranian 
chauffeur to drop to the ground and then 
shot the two Americans repeatedly. 
They fled in a third car, leaving behind 
Marxist pamphlets. 


A group identifying itself as the 
Organization of the Crusaders of the 
Iranian Nation, an outlawed Marxist 
organization, telephoned the UPI and 
claimed credit for the slayings. Iran has 
a large antigovernment underground 
and at least 3,000 terrorists have been 
jailed for trying to overthrow the 
government. 
The group is part of an extremist 


fringe of self-professed Marxists whose 
avowed aim is to topple the Shah and has 
occasionally translated itself into anti- 
Amencan incidents. 
The Shah has called them “ traitors, 
terrorists, who won’t even desist from 
killing innocent women and children.”

No tax hike in city's budget

Members of Lompoc’s City Council 
took their first look at a proposed $7.1 
million 1975-76 municipal budget last 
night that City Administrator Gene 
Wählers says will maintain “essentially 
the same level of service” without a 
property tax increase. 
No discussions of the fiscal document 
were held last night and the panel 
adjourned until 6 p.m , June 3, when 
council review of the spending plan will 
begin in earnest. 
“Time work cliches concerning rates 
of inflation and their effect on city 
revenues versus expenses are probably 
more applicable this year than any year 
in the past,” Wählers’ budget preface 
reads. 
Yet 
the $1.68 per 
$100 assessed 
valuation city tax rate, first enacted in 
1970-71, will remain. As before, $1 of this 
will go into the city general fund, 18 
‘ cents into the library fund and 50 cents 
into the city retirement fund 
In years past, federal revenue sharing 
funds have been available for such 
projects as Downtown Revitalization 
and the Lefkowitz Storm Drain Project. 
This year, Wählers says, it will be 
necessary to use all of the revenue 
sharing entitlement just to pay for 
routine city services This, he says, is 
the only way the city can continue the 
present service level without boosting 
taxes. 
Requested revenue sharing expenses 
for the upcoming entitlement include 
$100,000 for City Police Department and 
$106,000 for Fire Department budgets. 
Also on June 3, at the regular council 
meeting following the budget session, 
the panel will hold a public hearing on 
the planned use report for the latest 
revenue sharing entitlement. 
Wählers says in the budget that a 
battery of electricity rate hikes over the 
fiast year have had a positive impact on 
the city electrical fund in spite of 


increased cost to the city of wholesale 
power. 


The Wastewater fund, the budget 
says, is the only one for which an 
increase 
in city personnel will be 
budgeted 
As work proceeds on the 
city's regional sewage treatm ent plant, 
a build-up of and training period for 
future plant employes will begin early in 
the fiscal year. 


The draft spending proposal includes 
$760,210 for police services, up from 
$709,170; $439,450 for fire services, up 
from $428,695, and $292,600 for city 
paries and recreation, up from $277,315. 


The budget of the city adm inistrator’s 
office will jump to $59,585 from last 
year’s $45,520 and the city attorney s 
office tab will edge up to $42.260 from 
$39,510. 


Losing budget items this year include 
emergency services at $15,205, down 
from $27,600; vehicle maintenance at 
$204,810. down from $311,420 and capital 
development at $10,000, down from 
$14,000 


The public is invited to all city budget 
sessions and the proposed city budget is 
available for study at the City Clerk's 
office, City Hall, and at the Lompoc 
Public Library. 
Food price increase 
adds to living costs 


WASHINGTON (UPlt - Retail food 
prices shot up in April after two months 
of decline, helping to hike overall 
consumer prices by 0.6 per cent, the 
government said today 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
the cost of living in April, as measured 
by price changes for some 400 goods and 
services, was 10.2 per cent higher than 
in April, 1974. 


The 0.6 per cent April rise in the 
Consumer 
Price 
Index, 
seasonally 
adjusted, was the fastest since January 
but still well below increases that 
averaged 1 per cent or more per month 
through much of 1974. 


The figures indicate that inflation is 
still simmering but is far below last 
year’s level 


Beef prices in April rose for the first 
time m seven months and the cost to 
consumers of a variety of other items 
—eggs, used cars, furniture, houses, 


gasoline, magazines, auto insurance and 
natural gas —all rose faster than usual. 


But sugar prices continued to tumble, 
falling nearly 16 per cent in April, and 
significant declines were recorded for 
fresh vegetables and mortgage interest 
rates Cereal and bakery products fell 
for the first time in two years 


The government s Consumer Price 
Index stands at 158 6 compared to a 1967 
base of 100 This means that a market 
basket of retail goods that cost $10 nine 
years ago. cost $15 86 last month 


In a separate report, the BLS said 
take-home pay for the typical worker 
edged down 0 1 per cent in April and is 
now 4 I per cent below a year ago 


This earnings figure is based on the 
amount of money that a blue collar 
worker with three dependents has left 
over to spend each week after deduc­ 
tions for Social Security and federal 
income tax

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Brown digs deep to oppose 
new state taxes next year

Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
faced with a shrinking budget 
surplus and mounting demands 
for increased spending, dug in 
deeper today in opposition to 
new taxes next year 
' i ’m not going to support any 
increase in general taxes,” he 
said, ’i'm going to resist very 
strongly efforts that will make 
that a necessity a year or two 
down the road .” 
Brown discussed taxes with 
reporters Tuesday following 
announcement 
of 
updated 
fiscal estimates which showed 
state government in the fiscal 
year starting July 1 would 
spend $257 million more than it 
took from taxpayers. 
The administration also re­ 
ported that instead of ending 
the next fiscal period with a 
tidy projected $574 million tax 
surplus, unexpected expendi­ 
tures and a recession-caused 
reduction in revenue would 
shrink the surplus to a fragile 
$349 million 
However, state Finance Di­ 
rector Roy M. Bell told the 
legislature the new governor’s 
proposed $11.3 billion “ difficult 
times” budget would remain in 
balance by tapping the surplus. 
He warned that the $257 
million gap between expendi­ 
tures and 
income “ creates 
some real concerns” about 
maintaining a balanced budget 
two 
y e a r s 
hence 
and 
thereafter. 
“ Revenue 
losses 
during 
recessions are seldom com­ 
pletely 
regained, 
and 
the 
resulting 
imbalance 
with 
future expenditures practically 
dictates that this gap will not 
be expanded in order to avoid 
future painful tax increases,” 
Bell said. 
The revised figures from 
January estimates did not take 
into account the more than $1 
billion in appropriation bills 
pending in the Assembly Ways 
and Means and the Senate 
Finance committees. Nor did 
they 
include 
revenue 
that 
would be earned by closing 
what Brown has termed tax 
loopholes of the privileged 
“ We need a prudent reserve 
in the event that things get 
worse,” Brown told newsmen 
“ I think it is important to 
maintain as much of that 
surplus as is humanly possible 
and that's what I'm going to 
do ” 
“ I’ll look at things not only as 
they apply to this budget year 
but what they do by setting in 
motion inexorable budget in­ 
creases in later years,” the 
governor said. 
Bell said that an “ unexpec­ 
ted” expenditure problem was 
caused by a dramatic expan­ 
sion in adult education classes 
and vastly expanded enroll­ 
ments. He said state aid to 
local schools and community 
colleges would soar next year 
$117.5 million over previous 
estimates.

Mrs. Ford spent the night in 
nearby San Diego and was to be 
briefed on arrival today by the 
base commander, Brig Gen.

Department official Nicholas

charged with overseeing the 
refugee resettlement project 


After the briefing Mrs. Ford 
was scheduled to visit Camp 
Eight, a tent city that includes 
in its residents Nguyen Cao Ky, 
former South Vietnamese vice 
president and head of its air 
force, who is now attempting to 
be recognized as leader of the 
refugee community. 


The refugee camp visit ends 
four 
days 
in

California during which Mrs. 
Ford attended two black-tie 
dinners in Los Angeles and San 
Diego, presented an award to a 
105-year-old foster grandmoth­ 
er in the Watts area and toured 
the San Diego Zoo 


This was her first major trip 
since recovering from surgery 
for breast cancer. The White 
House has denied speculation 
that the trip was meant to show 
she has the physical stamina 
for the campaign trail next 
year, and |hjus squash rumors 
that President Ford will not 
run for a full term because of 
her health.

WASHINGTON (UPI > - Sen. 
Dick Clark of Iowa says the 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
soon will begin drafting a new 
farm bUl that probably will 
include proposals to boost crop 
target 
prices and 
supports 
along with efforts to put a floor 
under food aid shipments. 
Clark told reporters at a 
seminar on world food prob­ 
lems he thought the committee 
might be ready to begin work 
on the omnibus farm measure 
in June. A staff official of the 
panel, however, reported that 
Chairman Herman E. Talmad- 
ge, 
D-Ga., 
has 
given 
no 
indication of when "mark-up” 
drafting sessions on the bill 
may begin. 
The staff aide said any new 
crop support proposals in the 
bill almost certainly would 
apply to 1975 crops. President 
Ford

vetoed

measure raising 1975 supports, 
and the aide said any new bill 
could come too late to affect 
this year ’s crops. 
Clark said that whenever the 
new bill is drafted, he intends 
to propose a plan designed to

Clark said he also intends to 
propose that when U.S. food aid 
shipments are sold to consum­ 
ers in needy countries, the 
money would be plowed back 
immediately into agricultural 
development projects in the 
recipient countries. At present, 
recipient governments are free 
to use the money as they please 
and repay the U.S. over 20 to 
40-year periods.

Corporate 
the better half 
profits 
decrease

The recession sharply re­ 
duced U.S. production of goods 
and services and cut heavily 
into corporate profits in the 
first three months of 1975, the 
government said Tuesday 
But the report on economic 
activity contained a ray of hope 
for better days ahead 
The Commerce Department 
said the nation s gross national 
product plunged 113 per cent to 
$7» 2 billion It was the worst 
quarterly decline 
since the 
government began keeping re­ 
cords in 1946 and the fifth in a 
row 
It was further evidence that 
the recession is the longest and 
most severe since the Depres 
sion of the 1930s 
The Commerce Department 
also said corporate profits fell 
$17 7 billion or 22 3 per cent to 
an annual rate of $61 8 billion 
It was the second consecutive 
quarter 
in 
which 
after-tax 
profits declined 
Until the last four months of 
1974. when profits dropped 15 7 
per cent, corporate earnings 
continued to increase despite 
the recession. 
The 
report on 
the GNP 
showed a sharper economic 
decline 
than 
governm ent 
e c o n o m is ts 
o r ig in a lly 
estimated last month 
Then 
p relim in ary 
inform ation 
showed a reduction of 10 4 per 
cent in the GNP. 
Commerce said prices rose 
at an annual rate of 8 5 per 
cent, somewhat higher than the 
8 per cent estimated earlier but 
substantially lower than the 
inflation rate of 14 4 per cent at

Rock codding is still hot off 
the Channel Islands 
As far as salmon, the Santa 
Barbara area and the Avila 
Beach areas are poor. A few 
fishermen 
are bringing 
in 
salmon, but keeping their spots 
a secret. Possibly somewhere 
around Point Arguello. 
One of the problems for salmon fishermen is that the heavy seas 
stir up the bottom and bring out plenty of fresh food for Uie 
salmon. What salmon wants a dead anchovy when better food is 
available? 
Freshwater fishing 
Lopez Lake is very good on trolling near the surface, using a 
lure, with a night crawler added for more enticement. Bank 
anglers are not doing well on trout, just lots of bluegill and small 
bass. 
Margarita Lake has been very good on bass and crappie, with a 
few sizeable catfish. 
Nacimiento Lake is probably the most rewarding fishing on the 
inland coast right now, with white bass being taken in most any 
part of the lake. Some black bass are being taken and catfish are 
showing up in the shallow muddy spots. 
Fish and Game News 
The Department of Fish and Game said today it will plant trout 
in only two lakes in Lassen Volcanic National Park this year in 
accordance with new directions received from park personnel. 
Manzanita Lake and Reflection Lake are being dropped from 
this year’s trout planting schedule, leaving Butte and Summit 
lakes as the only waters in the park slated for trout plants' 
according to the DFG. 
DFG Director E.C. Fullerton expressed concern about the 
elimination of trout plants in Lassen Park which is taking place as 
part of a National Park Service policy aimed at keeping park 
lands in a natural state. 
‘‘We don’t feel trcHit plants and fishing in any way degrade the 
experience of being in an area manintained in its natural state, 
said Fullerton. ‘‘It’s a shame the opportunity to enjoy fishing as 
an integral part of that outdoor experience is being en^ed 
through the park policy.” 


A Richmond man who raised two mountain lions and kept them 
as pets for eight years was forced to shoot them in self defense 
when they suddenly attacked him last week. 
California DFG Warden Bruce Cochran said the man had kept 
the animals in a cage in his garage and did not possess a permit 
from the Department to keep lions. He said the man, whose name 
is being withheld pending possible criminal charges against him, 
suffered severe bite wounds on his arms and legs. 


Five immature black swans, believed to be carriers of a deadly 
disease, were stolen from a group of waterfowl to be removed 
from the Palace of Fine Arts lagoon in San Francisco last month. 
Department of Fish and Game wardens have been att^pC in| fo 
recover the birds which disappeared on the night of April 26 from 
an island in the lagoon where all the waterfowl were being held 
prior to shipment to Sacramento. They have followed several 
leads without success and are now appealing to the public for help. 


Michael Bimey of Orange has a rare trophy,thanks to a morning 
jog at Nevrport l^ach. 
He interrupted his jogging one recent morning to wrestle ashore 
a large fish he found struggling in the surf. The absence of part of 
the tail indicated the fish had been the victim of a predator, 
possibly a shark. 
Birney took the fish to Davey’s Locker in Newport Beach where 
it was identified as a louvar (Luvanis imperialis), a rarely seen 
species sometimes erroneously called' a redtail tuna. Although 
slabsided, the louvar has the b^y outline of a tuna, crimson fins 
and a frothy pink body. The head resembles that of a dolphinfish. 
Birney’s louvar weighed 133 pounds and measured 5 feet in 
length, not large as louvar go.

Us and the Cubans 


Diplomacy among nations is 
never so much a m atter of 
national pride or honor as it is 
a m atter of expediency, which 
is exactly why Richard Nixon, 
a devout Red-chaser in the 
Fifties, chose to visit the 
Peoples 
Republic of China 
and to formulate a policy of 
detente with Russia in the 
Seventies, and is exactly why, 
now, we should renew a long- 
neglected 
relationship with 
Cuba. 
Times 
change 
and 
the 
philosophies which dictated 
our foreign policy a decade 
ago 
m ay 
not 
supp o r t 
themselves in the present. 
Any idea of recognizing only 
those nations friendly to, or 
accepting of, our values must 
be discarded along with those 
other ideals which are so 
opposed to the reality and the 
pragmatics of politics which 
have the 
U.S. 
sided 
with 
d i c t a t o r s h i p s 
a g a i n s t 
revolutionaries 
and 
civil 
warriors fighting in their own 
countries. 
The 
United 
States 
has 
exported war for more than 
ten years, and has found it to 
be none too profitable for 
either the U.S. or for those 
receiving the product. We 
have 
engaged 
in 
said 
exportation mainly to try to 
assure other people in other 
countries a free existence 
such as our own. The task is 
honorable, and is also doomed 
to failure as we have seen 
everywhere we have tried to 
make it work Democracy, or 
a reasonable facsimile, works 
in the United States, barely. 
We are the present-day model 
for its viability as a governing 
system among people, and 
really, we still have too many 
bugs to resolve before we 
should try to implement it in 


other places with different 
cultural experiences. 
We have another candidate 
for export however, widely 
recognized by other nations to 
be 
to p 
of 
th e 
l ine. 
Coincidentally, it is also the 
most 
feared 
among 
those 
nations 
wishing 
us 
harm. 
Indeed, the other side of the 
coin in America, capitalism — 
its dynamics and its results — 
is of far greater value to other 
countries than are our arms. 
Cuba recognizes that value, 
an d 
is 
w o r k i n g 
wi t h 
Washington toward achieving 
some of the benefits of our 
system not available to them 
through any other system than 
our own. 
We should be aware by now 
that 
large 
and 
powerful 
nations 
cannot 
fight 
very 
many small wars and hope to 
win, at least militarily. We in 
the United States are much 
m ore 
finely 
honed 
as 
economists than we are as 
fighters, and the benefits of 
that are much greater for all 
concerned if we apply that 
knowledge 
in 
the 
world 
community. 
If we can achieve a thaw in 
relations with a previously 
recognized “ enemy” through 
our economics, is that any 
less a victory than on a 
battlefield? If that “ enemy” 
recognizes our value to them

In 
America, resignation is taken to be 
something of an act of petulance, a 
failure of team spirit , as if the tackle on 
the football team, disagreeing with the 
quarterback's proposal, walked off in a 
huff 
There is something 
to be said for the 
American way, what­ 
ever 
the 
manifest 
disad van tages. 
It 
draws from the idea of 
the civil servant — 
who 
is 
there 
to 
implement 
policies 
adopted by the chief of 
g o v e r n m e n t . 
In 
England a very sharp 
line is drawn between 
civil 
servants, 
who 
will poison the water 
supply if told to do so, 
and 
the 
ministries. 
These, though entirely 
dominated 
by 
the 
cabinet, 
which 
is dominated by the Prime 
Minister, are expected to be guided by 
their political consciences. That being 
the case, you would not expect, in 
England, an under secretary of state to 
conspire along with Anthony Eden to 
invade Egypt. If he did, he would be 
purged, the enterprise having turned 
sour, along with his boss. 
If the United States, the Vietnam war 
was 
the 
great 
crucible. 
Nelson 
Rockefeller lately made a mockery of 
the notion of the dutiful silence by 
suggesting that he was bound to keep his 
opposition silent, in order to increase 
the flow of federal cash into New York 
And 
there 
are 
dozens 
of 
names 
associated with Vietnam about whom 
the question is asked by the liberal 
community: why did they do it? Why 
didn’t they quit? 


With the exception of the entirely 
honorable Rostow Brothers, Dean Rusk, 
and a few others, the rest — or most of 
them — have practiced the art of 
dissociation with great skill. One day 
you slip away from the government. 
Maybe indeed you wanted to leave 
government. Maybe, on the other hand, 
you weren’t getting anywhere, and felt it 
was time to go. A couple of months 
later, you sign a gentle manifesto of 
protest, perhaps arguing against (say) 
the 
incursion 
into 
Cambodia. 
Remember, up until now, you have said 
nothing 
publicly 
against 
our 
participation in Vietnam Another few 
months go by and you are suddenly a 
speaker at an Anti-Vietnam rally. You 
make some sort of effort to distinguish 
between the kind of policy now being 
pursued, and the kind pursued when you 
were involved in the government. You 
lean 
very 
heavily 
on 
the 
key 
dissociational word: incommensurable. 
Our 
e f f o r t 
in 
V i e t n a m 
is 
incommensurable with the ends we seek 
to achieve. 
A few more like that, and you have 
accomplished an Arthur Schlesinger. 
You read Arthur Schlesinger of the last 
few years, and you simply never suspect 
that there was an Arthur Schlesinger, 
Jr. 
who 
vigorously 
defended 
the 
Vietnam War. You think maybe that 
was his old man. 
I have received complaints over a 
recent statement asking why George 
Ball, who recently wrote that our cease­ 
fire arrangements were transparent 
frauds, didn’t say they were transparent 
frauds at the time. I asked, in the same 
column, why George Ball, who is so 
greatly opposed to our Vietnam venture 
in retrospect, did nothing to dissociate 
himself from 
the government that 
presided over that venture until it was 
replaced by the electorate? After all, 
George Ball was Undersecretary of 
State, 
and 
then 
our 
principal 
ambassador to the United Nations, 
where no question was raised more 
often than the question of Vietnam. And 
he did not quit that position until mid­ 
summer in 1968. In order to criticize 


Lyndon 
Johnson’s 
conduct 
of 
the 
Vietnamese 
war? No, in order to 
participate actively in the campaign 
against Richard Nixon and Spiro Agnew 


The authors of the book about Vietnam 
suggest that either we should expect 
more frequent resignations, or proceed 
on the assumption that cabinet officers 
are 
merely 
civil 
servants. 
Their 
suggestion is not without ingenuity. Let 
all cabinet officials, they recommend, 
be 
selected 
from 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives, in the British manner. 


When they resign they have a political 
haven, whence they can elaborate their 
ideas If George Ball had resigned and 
gone 
back 
to 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives, he could have been the 
beginning of a little magnetic field of 
resentment against Vietnam policy: and 
expressed himself more forcefully. 
The trouble is, you cannot under the 
Constitution work for more than one 
branch of the government at one time 
But here is a reform that we shouldn't 
have too much trouble getting through 
Congress.

Not all was lost 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - I must 
believe that something of what we did in 
South Vietnam will endure. 
I remember sitting 
near the Cambodian 
border on a rooftop in 
a Special Forces camp 
then under seven feet 
of 
flood 
w a t e r , 
listening to the GIs 
worry they would not 
be able to finish on 
time the school house 
they had promised the 
local farmers. 
Then there were the 
villagers who showed 
me 
with 
pnde 
the 
school they had constructed themselves 
— so happy they couldn’t stop talking. 
And the American who had convinced 
the villagers they could have a school if 
they wished, and that they could, indeed 
build it if they tried. He had obtained the 
American 
materials 
needed 
— 
galvanized iron for the roof and cement. 


I can’t forget the American nurse who 
traveled in safe areas, contested areas 
and, for all she knew or cared, in Viet 
Cong areas, helping the civilian sick, 
training Vietnamese nurses, assisting 
civilian Vietnamese doctors. She asked 
no questions, just helped. 


And, walking through the countryside, 
visiting a local school, noting a quiet 
American soldier in the corner, helping 
where he could. He was an infantryman, 
and this was not his duty or his 
assignment. 
But he 
wanted 
to do 
something. 


There was the American who, in his 
off hours, went almost every day up to a 
tiny settlement in the hills to help the 
villagers with their crops, introducing 
new ideas — tomatoes, lettuce and other 
vegetables — killed one day by the Viet 
Cong and avenged by the hamlet’s 
women. 


I sat in at a PTA meeting, where 
Vietnamese, unused to the idea of 
questioning 
school 
principals 
and 
teachers, sat quietly at first — then 
began slowly to get the idea that they as 
parents might have some say, too. 
Yesteryears

There was the piglet program which

Another friend taught hundreds of 
thousands of South Vietnamese farmers 
and fishermen to pool their meager 
funds, loan the money back to each other 
for buying small motors and pumps, 
small fishing craft, seeds and fertilizer 
— enabling them to increase their 
standard of living by their own efforts. 
1 remember the repeated American 
pressures for land reform, beginning 
long before our troops were in the 
country. These men, undiscouraged by 
many failures, began to see measurable 
progress before the end. 
Consider, too, the words of another 
friend. Asked what he made of the 
nationwide village and hamlet elections, 
he thought for a moment, then said . “I 
am acquainted with most of the Vietna­ 
mese who associate with Americans — 
but I recognize only a few names in the 
lists of those elected. That means in the 
countryside they must be picking the 
men and women they want, not just who 
they think we want. It’s a good sign. 
TTiere was the talk I had one day with 
the Taiwanese agricultural specialist, 
brought to South Vietnam by the United 
States to set up farming cooperatives 
and demonstration stations. He was 
having great trouble in teaching the 
farmers to run their own meetings, 
make their own decisions, stand up for 
what they believed. They just want to sit 
and listen, he said. But he was making 
headway. He’d just had an election in 
which the farmers, for all their timidity, 
had elected a vigorous young leader. 
Whatever the men from Hanoi do, I 
somehow have faith, illogically perhaps, 
they will not be able to completely 
destroy the spirit these Americans and 
other friends have kindled in hundreds of 
thousands of hearts in the South. 


Dear Mr. Crompe. 
In the pros and cons of the Exxon 
Ballot Proposition a great deal has been 
made of the National Energy Crisis and 
the need to develop undersea deposits to 
alleviate the shortage.

This article is addressed to all of you who are 
AMERICANS, who have come to know and 
enjoy all the wonderful things that make this 
nation what it is: THE GREATEST FREE 
NATION IN THE WORLD. And make no 
mistake 
about 
it, 
AMERICA 
IS THE 
GREATEST FREE NATION IN ALL THE 
WORLD. 


The perfect example of this can be seen in 
the recent political scandal we have all 
observed in our government. Yes, it was bad. 
But, name one other country in which this 
could happen. No—I don’t mean corrupt 
government; this can and probably does 
happen everywhere. What I mean, is total 
public disclosure of the corruption, the fact 
that the people (you and I) were made fully 
aware of every step of the proceedings, and 
had the opportunity to express our feelings 
on the issues without fear of reprisals from 
the government.

resist tyranny and oppression. 


Only by maintaining our individual rights 
and freedoms are we able to remain a free 
people, controlling our own destiny; and 
whether or not we do a good job of con- 
trqlling our own destiny, I thank God we still 
are able to do our best. To say that this 
cannot, will not happen here, is to echo the 
words of all oppressed people everywhere. 
The only difference being that we have the 
teachings of history as a warning of things to 
come.

With these factual statistics 
known, how safe would you, your loved ones, 
and-or your property be if your ability to 
protect what is yours is removed? Without 
the ability to resist what would stop a person 
or group of people from entering the private 
confines of your home, car, place of 
business, etc., and forcing their will upon you 
and-or your loved ones. Property can be 
replaced if taken, but can you replace one of 
your family?

conditions now ruling at the 
somewhat gloomy old Credit 
Municipal 
Here one is made to realize 
the differences which rule the 
lives of French citizens Social 
security, old-age pensions and 
welfare have caused the dis­ 
appearance of distressed citi­ 
zens who once would wind their 
way to the rue des Francs 
Bourgeois to pawn pots and 
pans, mattresses and countless 
other humble possessions for a 
few francs 
But these few francs, as little 
as five sometimes, could buy a 
week s food for a family or help 
pay the rent at the beginning of 
the century Every day save 
Sunday, the hard wooden ben­ 
ches in the vast waiting hall 
would be occupied by the down- 
at-heel. side by side with the 
better dressed, come to pledge 
a piece of jewelry, a telescope 
or a pair of binoculars 
Today the benches are prac­ 
tically 
empty 
An elevator 
leads to the second floor where 
loans of more than $70 are 
obtainable, while the third floor 
is given over to the more 
humble objects, like the old 
camera brought by an aged 
man appraised at $6 or a pile of 
records carried in by a young 
couple 
In 1974. 82.000 pledges were 
registered, 
representing 
80 
francs 
in 
all 
«around 
$20 
million i. 
In 1980. however, there were 


two million pledges and 600,000 
in 1930 A borrower some years 
ago was able to raise $10.000 on 
some jewels, but two-thirds of 
the loans do not exceed $150 
Employes and retirees form 92 
per cent of the clientele They 
usually turn up at the end of the 
month when funds are low or 
pensions delayed 


Rates of interest are low — 
12 per cent for loans under $6. 
15 to 16 5 per cent for larger 
sums Unredeemed items are 
sold at the end of a year by 
public auction

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA > 
— The days in Central Prison, 
on a promontory overlooking 
the capital city of Tananarive, 
ground by slowly for George 
Reppas Two and a half years 
ina6-by-8cell. 
It was a hell of a spot for a 
man 
who 
was 
once 
the 
president of the San Francisco 
Junior Chamber of Commerce 
and definitely a bon vivant. 
Because the prison happened 
to be halfway across the world 
in the 
Malagasy 
Republic, 
which was once Madagascar, 
un island in the Indian Ocean 
off the east coast of Africa. 
Reppas, an effervescent, en­ 
terprising soul, was sentenced 
to three years and a fine of 
$360.000 
on 
a 
charge 
of 
fraudulent bankruptcy’’ grow­ 
ing out of an aborted cattle ven­ 
ture It's a long, complicated 
story — almost as long as the 15 
months Reppas spent in “ Mai- 
son Central'* just awaiting jud­ 
gment 
“ That's 
the 
problem 
negotiating with the court,’’ 
wrote George during the long 
period of indecision “ If they 
don't like your offer, they make 
you an offer you can't refuse — 
unless you enjoy living in a 
large 
estate 
with 
many 
bodyguards and high walls to 
keep out the riff raff." 
George wrote many letters to 
friends in San Francisco He 
had lots of time They revealed 
a 
gregarious 
spirit 
unsup­ 
pressed by the weird aspects of 
his case — and an uplifting 
example of coping 
Papillon 
could n't have done better. 
Like Papillon, Reppas finally 
escaped — in a bizarre flight 
which began in February, took 
him to the Comoros Islands. 
Nairobi. Athens and will soon 
deposit him back home in Nor­ 
thern California He broke out 
of the jail the day after the new 
president of the Malagasy Re­ 
public was assassinated on 
Feb 
11, 
hid 
out 
at 
the 
American 
Embassy 
and 
sneaked into the open ocean on 
a sailboat with forged papers 
Behind him he left whatever 
fortune he once had - and a 
tableau of vivid memories 
Fortunately, the latter are pre­ 
served — in those letters he 
wrote home 
Live ly excerpts follow: 
28 June ’72 — 
Life in 
Maison Central has had its 
effects. We have de-crabbed 
and my fractured lectures have 
stopped all smoking in my 
block 
• all Malagasy except 
m yself). 
I 
have 
been 
unsuccessful in trying to make 
them stop chewing tobacco, but 
they no longer spit on the walls. 
We have installed tin can 
spittoons at strategic points . 
“ I have also learned from 
them I can now blow my nose 
with my thumb without getting 
any on me Eating mangos is 
also quite an art First you bite 
off the end and spit it out Then 
you peel the skin with your 


hands. When you have finished, 
you have this liquid gooey ma­ 
terial in your hands and you 
commence eating Liquid flows 
down your chin and also down 
your arms to your elbows. 


“ Sleeping has not been par­ 
ticularly successful. At first I

When the Credit Municipal 
was opened in 1775, it was as a 
protest 
against 
avid 
mo­ 
neylenders and pawnbrokers. 
Easier hank loans and credit 
and installment purchasing have 
seen those small loan shops all 
but disappear except in the few 
remaining slum districts. 
Pawned items these days 
tend to be magnetophones, 
stereos, 
cameras, 
electric 
guitars, 
washing 
machines, 
freezers, 
grills 
and 
other 
modern 
kitchen 
gadgets, 
besides rugs and pictures. 
With the first flowering of the 
chestnut trees, however, there 
is a procession of well-dressed 
women who carry in bundles 
under their arms, mink or 
chinchilla coats, 
and sable 
stoles which they have come 
not to hock but to turn in for 
safekeeping 
Obviously 
the 
majority do not need the 
money, but this is the dream 
place to store furs for the 
summer. 
There 
are 
air- 
conditioned 
rooms 
and 
employes to keep an eye on 
them — all much cheaper than 
sending them to a furrier for 
cold storage. As an example, a 
coat valued at $2,000 rarely fet­ 
ches more than $200 Come 
winter, the smart woman will 
redeem her coat after paying 
the minimal interest, $25 This 
procedure also applies to table 
silver, objets d art or anything 
of value. 
In the store rooms are a res­ 
pectable number of valuable 


rugs, 
tapestries, 
enormous 
vases and chandeliers of turn of 
the century vintage Not all 
these pledges represent the ow 
ners’ need of money. In most 
cases they merely look out of 
place in the smaller modern 
apartments. 
Also, insurance 
companies demand serious se­ 
curity measures in the home 
today and policies are expen 
sive 
The Credit Municipal, in ef­ 
fect, is a mim-Fort Knox. And. 
finally, the rate of interest is 
far below that of any private 
company 
Officials of the Credit Muni­ 
cipal are well aware of these 
facts. But how they can dis­ 
tinguish between a citizen who 
needs 
and 
applies 
for 
a 
temporary loan which they re­ 
pay as soon as possible from 
those who regard it as a quasi 
free safety depot? 
A director tells how, some 10 
years ago, it was still possible 
to pledge an automobile for 
three-fourths of its market 
value In an outlying district 
stood a garage which could 
house 3.000 automobiles for the 
winter 
Their radiators em­ 
ptied, placed on blocks, these 
were regularly dusted and gua­ 
ranteed 
against 
freezing 
temperatures. 
Now 
most 
people have a garage or park in 
the street 
Every year around 8 per cent 
of the pledges are put up for 
sale by auction. Sometimes it is 
a drama for the person who has 
not been able to pay the 
interest on time, for others it’s 
a godsend 
The sale of a 
refrigerator (too big or out of 
date», the electric appliances 
not 
exchangeable, 
the 
tv 
replaced by a color set or any 
other redundant object is all 
right by owners. They will 
pocket the proceeds of the sale, 
less the loan and interest he 
“ forgot’’ to pay. 
Flea Market stall holders and 
secondhand dealers make up 
the majority of buyers at this 
sale In the last decade, trunks 
full of old laces, porcelain, and 
vintage dresses have come up 
for sale because so many old 
apartments have disappeared in 
the new town planning. But 
prices have risen with the 
devaluation of the franc. 
It is also whispered that the 
Credit Municipal has replaced 
the oldtime “ fence” But to add 
insult to injury, 10 years ago a 
clever conjuror managed to 
sneak $3,000 from a cash regis­

The most important single 
question about the after-effect 
of the American defeat in 
Indochina could be what it does 
to China’s policy towards the 
United States It takes some 
remembering today that when 
President 
Kennedy 
first 
committed the United States to 
a major military role in South 
Vietnam the real enemy was 
seen to be not North Vietnam 
but China The Americans had 
abandoned that argument by 
the time Henry Kissinger went 
to Peking in 1971 to create the 
new relationship with China 
that was to be the centerpiece 
of his foreign policy Yet there 
was always a grain of truth in 
the idea the Chinese did say 
that they saw North Vietnam’s 
campaign as an application of 
their own model of revolution; 
and they did, indeed, supply the 
North Vietnamese with arms, 
ammunition 
and 
other 
essentials, though not as much 
as the Russians did 
In recent weeks the Chinese 
have been hailing the imminent 
victo ry 
of 
the 
North 
Vietnamese 
with 
all 
the 
fraternal enthusiasm expected 
of comrades “ as close as lips 
and teeth ” Yet. contrary to the 
assumptions of the mid-1960s, 
the pleasure in Peking today is 
unlikely to be unalloyed. 
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For one thing, the effect of a 
North Vietnamese victory, par­ 
ticularly one so sweeping and 
spectacular, may be not to 
extend China's influence at all, 
but to limit it in thè area of its 
own backyard For another, the 
humiliating 
exit 
of 
the 
Americans 
from 
Indochina 
could 
upset 
Chinese 
calculations about its whole 
detente policy 
At the very least. North 
Vietnam's 
takeover of 
the 
whole of Vietnam will confront 
the Chinese with several old 
problems in a new form. The 
first is China's longstanding 
rivalry with the Soviet Union 
for North Vietnam’s favor, a 
rivalry now sharpened because 
the stakes are higher 
The 
Russians start out with the 
advantage their greater aid 
may have given them, and, 
although the Chinese carry the 
indisputable weight of a giant 
neighbor, they no longer have 
the leverage that control of 
Russia's railway route into 
North 
Vietnam 
gave 
them 
during American sea blockades 
of Haiphong 
The North Vietnamese will 
almost certainly attempt to 
keep both suitors ardent and 
anxious, as they have done so 
profitably for so long; they will 
need all the help they can get 
for the massive reconstruction 
job ahead. 
But the 
North 


Vietnamese are not just in the 
happy position of being wooed. 
When the scene shifts outside 
the borders of Vietnam, they in 
turn become suitors for the 
allegiances 
of 
the 
local 
communist movements 
And their main rival in this 
contest is their own close ally, 
China. 
This is where the Chinese 


will come up against some 
difficult choices 
The North 
Vietnamese may make things 
easy for them by concentrating 
their resources and manpower 
on rebuilding Vietnam But if, 
as they have done during 
decades of war, the North 
Vietnamese also find time for 
active involvement in guerrilla

countries, the Chinese may 
feel compelled to step up their 
own 
support 
for 
local 
insurgents, however this may 
damage 
their 
nascent 
diplomatic relations with the 
local governments and their 
unapokm agreem«its with the 
United States. 
The uiqMlatable alternative, 
as the Chinese may see it, 
would be to allow a newly 
powerful North Vietnam to 
extend its sway first to the rest 
of Indochina and eventually 
throughout mainland S<Mitheast 
Asia. 
A revving up (rf the rivalries 
between Moscow and Peking 
in 
Vietnam, 
and 
between 
Peking and Hanoi in southeast 
Asia, has always been on the 
cards as the t^-product of a 
communist victory in Vietnam. 
And so has a total American 
withdrawal. It was Kissinger’s 
assurances to the Chinese way 
back in 197(^71 that the United 
States 
would 
indeed 
be 
extricating itself from the 
Indochina wars that made 
possible 
the 
talks 
which 
produced 
the 
Chinese* 
American detente. 
But what was not allowed for 
when the Chinese were playing 
host to President Nixon was the 
humiliation 
that 
would be 
heaped on the United States in 
the course of its final scramble 
out of Saigon; or the demands 
this would provoke for further 
precipitate 
American 
troop 
withdrawals; or the concurrent 
congressional backlash against 
American 
involvement 
in 
foreign conflicts. 
The 
Chinese 
are 
most 
unlikely to conclude from all 
this that the Americans are 
retreating into isolatkmism; 
they are too cool and realistic 
to take such an apocalyptic 
view. 
But they may nonetiieless be 
having second thoughts these 
days 
about 
some 
of 
the 
assumptions they made four 
years ago about the value of the 
American connection. 
What 
was then the most important 
reason for making frieiuls with 
their former enemy was the 
political leverage and even 
protection 
this gave them 
against the greater threat 
posed by the Soviet Union. This 
threat is still there today, 
although 
the 
immediate 
prospect of a border war 
between China and Russia has 
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diminished. But the Chinese 
may 
well 
be 
wondering 
whether Kissinger’s past hints 
about some kind of American 
response to Sovtot pressure on 
CTiina could stUl be cashed into 
suitable currency. 
If they cannot, then the 
Chinese might start to look for 
alternative

arrangements. And for China

There would, of course, be 
dangers for the (Chinese in 
pushing the Americans too far:

destabilizing moves in East 
Asia would be bound to affect 
not only China’s ties with the 
United States but also with 
Japan;

Americans in 
countries lUie South Korea. Nor

It is still far too early for 
China to measure the full 
consequences of the North 
Vietnamese victory.

WASHINGTON - (LENS) - 
Not many private forecasters 
would quarrel very much with 
the 
estimate 
of 
Alan 
Greenspan, the chairman of the 
President’s 
Council 
of 
Economic Advisers, that the 
American economy will be 
growing again, probably at an 
annual rate of over 5 per cent, 
in the latter half of this year. 
The familiar signs of an ap­ 
proaching bottom to this steep 
recession 
are 
becoming 
clearer. Above all companies 
are whittling down their stocks 
at the massive rate of $18 
billion a year.. 
Lay-offs in manufacturing 
have begun to decline sharply 
and 
initial 
claims 
for 
unemployment benefits have 
been 
drifting 
down. 
Total 
employment stopped declining 


in April after dropping at a 
monthly average of 500,000 
since 
October, 
although 
unemployment edged up again 
to a postwar record of 8.9 per 
cent of the labor force. 
The outlook is bri^tened by 
the impending injection into 
the economy of a substantial 
stimulus from the recent tax 
cuts. The $8 billton rebate on 
1974 taxes is now starting to be 
mailed to taxpayers, and pay­ 
checks are also starting to 
reflect an additional $12 billion 
cut in 1975 taxes. As economist 
Morris Cohen pointed out re­ 
cently,

is 
being 
stimulated by a net flow of pay­ 
ments from the government at 
an annual rate of some $50 
billion, by far the largest

Dr Ordean Oyen. a physical 
anthropologist, 
leads 
a 
research 
p ro je ct 
which 
involves 
teaching 
American 
Sign Language to Lilly in hopes 
she will enable the scientist to 
look at a chimp through a 
chimp s eyes 
"Chimpanzees use different 
methods and different com 
munication systems than we 
are used to." Oyen said "It's a 
matter of Upping into that 
system." 
Oyen is convinced primates 
such 
as chimpanzees 
have 
com m unications 
systems, 
otherwise 
they 
could 
not 
organize the world they live in 
The research is not trying to 
make chimps human, Oyen 
said, but to teach them to use 
h u m a n 
g e s t u r e s 
to 
communicate, which requires a 
long period of adiustment. 


"F irst of all, there's the 
major one of adjusting a wild 
caught chimp to the human 
situation," Oyen said "Likew i­ 
se. we have to adjust the 
human system to the primate, 
so there is a long time before 
a n y t h i n g 
c a n 
be 
accomplished " 


The 28-pound chimp is com­ 
parable to a 
three-year-old 


human in size, but her strength 
and motor organization is far 
advanced than that of a child 
"The problem is, we don t 
have Dr 
Spock to ask how 
much can you expect a 2Vy- 
year-oldchimp to accomplish, 
Oyen said "Now we re expect 
ing it to perform in a way that 
you can't expect from a human 
child 
Rating a chimp s intelligence 
also is difficult for Oyen and his 
researchers 
"It wouldn’t perform well in 
an IQ test, but its knowledge of 
edible foodstuffs in East Africa 
would surely exceed mine. 
Oyen said. 


A scientist could just as well 
expect a child to fly as to teach 
a chimp to talk, the scientist 
said, 
because 
the 
primate 
doesn't have the mental capaci­ 
ty for mastering the English 
language Oyen and his assist­ 
ants hope Lilly will learn to 
apply American Sign Language 
on 
her 
own 
rather 
than 
mimicking 
human 
gestures 
such as trained dogs and seals. 
"W ere anxious to see if 
chimps housed together will 
react in ways we can under­ 
stand about things we suspect 
they might have been doing all 
the tim e," Oyen said, "They 
might talk about the weather. 


We simply don’t know what the 
system is " 
American Sign Language is 
not difficult for a human to 
learn, 
he 
said 
It includes 
gestures that assume phrases 
and can be strung together in 
very rapid sequence to com 
mumcate a lot of information 
The scientists picked 
the 
chimpanzee because it is very 
close to man in terms of 
evolutionary development and 
behaviorally close in terms of 
human 
development, 
Oyen 
said 
"We haven’t reached any 
conclusions yet," Oyen said, 
"because it’s much too early."

decline only slowly unless the 
recovery is very rapid. The 
measurements of the hardships 
of unemployment are now 
showing a quite serious picture. 
For example, the jobless rate 
for married men has risen 
from 2.7 per cent in August to 
5.6 per cent in April, and Uw 
number out of work for 15 
weeks or more has mounted 
from 940,000 to 2.4 million in 
the same period.

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
When a cosmic ray ends its 
trillion mile trip through space 
by colliding with the earth's 
atmosphere, the fallout flashes 
across the sky with all the 
intensity of a 100 watt light 
bulb. 
The shower of tiny particles 
cascades to the earth several 
miles below at nearly the speed 
of light, striking the ground 6<V 
to 70-millionths of a second 
after 
the 
subatomic 
space 
traveler first crashed into an 
air molecule. 
A 100 watt light at more than 
186,000 
miles 
a 
second 
is 
dimmer than the stars or the 
glow of the night sky behind it 
—even 
in 
unpopulated 
and 
remote 
regions 
like 
the 
western Utah desert. 
But the Bonneville Salt Flats 
and similar spots far from 
urban civilization are the only 
places where physicists study­ 
ing high energy particles and 
the origins of cosmic rays can 
get a glimpse of the collisions. 
A team of University of Utah 
scientists 
has 
received 
a 
National Science Foundation 
grant of 8280,000 to start work 
on 
a 
unique 
astrophysics 
observatory located on the 
bone-white desert best known 
as an auto speedway. 
The observatory will consist 
of 80 dish-shaped mirrors on 
the outside of a large geodesic 
dome. A dozen photo-multiplier 
tubes 
suspended 
over each 
mirror —about 1,000 over the 
entiie 
structure 
—will 
be 
attached to a computer 
The structure, which won’t 
be finished for three to five 
years, 
is nicknamed

Valley for a plant for fabrica* 
tion of “collector panels, ” the 
key components in a system 
designed to use the swn’s rays 
to heat water and air ui hcMises 
The initial expense of a home 
system 
is 
not 
small,

Terrence R Caster, president 
of 
Energy 
Systems, 
says 
longterm 
savings 
can

Caster and his partner, solar 
engineer 
Robert 
Gallagher, 
started what they said was the 
nat ion 's 
fi rst all-solar 
residential 
subdivision 
at 
nearbv El Cajon last year. 
Eight houses designed for solar 
heating systems have been 
completed. 
• The success of this experi­ 
ence convinces us that heating 
with sunshine is practical and 
feasible,” Caster said 
“The 
savings m power costs have 
been significant" 
He said incorporating solar 
heating into the design of a 
house 
yields 
the 
most 
efficiency but conceded this 
approach does not solve the 
pr^lem s “for thousands, or 
rather, millions." of owners in 
existing houses 
“The trouble has been that 
solar 
systems 
developed 
heretofore were either too 
expensive 
for 
the 
average 
family or inadequate to supply 
the 
needs,” 
Caster 
said. 
••We’ve been working on this 
more than two years in our 
research 
and 
development 
l a b o r a t o r y , 
m a ki n g 
refinements that would retain 
efficiency at reduced costs.” 
The result is a practical 
system for existing houses, he 
said. It uses 35 by 77 inch 
collector panels ccmisting of 
black-coat^ aluminum fins, 
copper tubing running through 
an aluminum frame and two 
panes of tempered glass.

There is no proof that alcohol 
itself is a cancer causing agent, 
but he said there is subsUntial 
research linking chronic al­ 
coholism with oral cancers and 
cancer of Uie esophagus, the 
tube leading fnmi the mouth to 
the 
stomach.

particularly 
strong 
among 
those who drink heavily and 
smoke heavily. 
Seixas defined the chronic 
alcoholic 
as 
one 
who 
is 
dependent on alcohol, physical­ 
ly, psychologically and physi­ 
ologically. 
In an interview in CA, a 
cancer journal 
for doctors 
published by the American 
Cancer Society, Seixas said one 
study found that men who 


drank more than three ounces 
of whiskey and smoked 40 or 
more cigarettes daily were 15 
times more susceptible to oral 
cancer than the general popula­ 
tion. 


Another study found that the 
r i^ of cancer of the esophagus 
for a heavy drinker was about 
25 times that for a nondrinker 
when both smoke the same 
number of cigarettes. 


“Generally, the more alcohol 
consumed, the greater is the 
chance of developing certain 
cancers,” Seixas said. One 
study, for example, found that 
heavy drinkers were 10 tunes 
more susceptible to oral cancer 
than moderate drinkers. 


“Some 
investigators 
also 
found 
that 
consumption 
of 
whiskey rather than wine or 
beer was more often linked to 
the development of cancer, 
perhaps because of a higher 
alcohol content.” 
Seixas said it is not known 
how alcohol may contribute to 
the development of cancer, but 


he said one theory is that 
alcohol may magnify the effect 
of environmental cancer caus­ 
ing 
agents 
such 
as those 
identified in cigarette tors, 
perhaps by increasing their 
diffusion into tissue. 
•'Some investigators feel that 
alcohol could interfere wiUi 
normal salivary flow, prolong­ 
ing exposure to tobacco tars,’ 
he said. 
Seixas said long term studies 
are now under way seeking to 
clarify the correlation between 
the drinking of alcoholic bever­ 
ages and cancer. One study by 
the cancer society tegan in 1959 
and involves I million persons. 
Another 
involving 
265,000 
people over the age of 40 is 
under way in Japan. 
The cancer society estimates 
that 24,000 Americans 'will 
develop oral cancer this year 
with another 8,000 dying of the 
disease. An additional 7,400 
new cases are expected of 
cancer of the esophagus with 
6,500 deaths anticipated from 
earlier patients.
